This ia tangible evidence of our continuing in- 
terest in and concern for the importance of 
constructively contributing to the economic develQp- 
. "ment of the area. 

We arc proud of our almost 50-year record of 
never letting the area down in the aaaurance of 
ample, low cost power supply, no matter the size of 
the demand. Because wc havca substantial stake in 
the economic welfare of the State, we have an 
understandable concern over any misinformation 
that might adversely affect the area's economic 
reputation or that of our Company. 

Despite the fact that our service area has en- 
joyed an unbroken record of sound and expanding 
economic progress — as well as a phenomenal In- 
crcaxe In power supply unmatched anyn'hero In the 
West— we hear with some regularity, but particu- 
larly in an election year,"' that our ccon6my is de- 
cadent, and the only cure is federal power. In glow- 
ing terms a picture is painted of the great Industrial 
development and prosperity that will accompany 
the introduction of a tox-frpe power supply. 

This well-planned effort to deciy and down-grado 
the econoinic status of the State for the purpoae of 
crcalTn^lSTJOlltlCal ptrawman is a disservice to tho 
area and gives to outsiders a wholly unwarranted 
impression which is detrimental to constructive 
efforts being put forth to attract new businesa to 
the State. 

Are these pronouncements accurate? Is govern- 
ment power the vital ingredient? The answer ia 
clcarly^ound in a direct comparison of those areas 
which have been seiTcd by Bonneville and those In 
Idaho, which have been supplied with power by tax- 
paying enterprise. Let ua look for a few moments 
"at some of the principal yardsticks which measure

$188 for Oregon.- 

In terms of annual tax burden at the state leve), 
Idaho again finds itself in better shape, with total 
1961 taxes per capita of $102, compared with Ore- 
gon's Sill and Washington's $164. 
--(6)- In the seven-year period 1955-1951 the new 
I ndustrlpft- locating in Southern Idaho and-Eastcrn 
Oregon totaled 116. They furnish employment to 
a|)proximatcly 5500 people. 

We do not have comparable data for Oregon and 
Washington on a statewide basis, but we do have, 
the industrial development record for Bonneville 
civpr th e_pfl3t_Ien_ycttrB. T hat reco rd sho^vg in ten 



years Bonneville hw oddeTa net of exactiytworln-" . 
dustrial customers. They lost the Kaiser Aluminum 
plant at Tacoma and added the Harvey Aluminum 
<;ompany at The Dalles, the Hanna Nickel Company 
at Riddle, and Anaconda Aluminum Company at 
Columbia Palls, Montana. The Harvey and Hanna 
installations in Oregon were government-sponsored 
projects, whose output goes into the already heavily 
overburdened government stockpiling- program. 

Certainly, a comparative record of this kind pro- 
vldes no warrant for deprecating, downgrading, or 
lioiding up to scorn the economic and industrial 
growth of Idaho compared with Oregon and Wash- 
in^on; and more particularly, It doeff not demon- 
strate that tax-free, subsidized federal power con- 
tains within itself any magical-formula for Indus- 
■ trial growth. 

Probably the most accurate and positive com- 
parison of economic progress is found in the area ■ 
increase in use of electric power. Here again tho 
answer is crystal clear that by this yardstick the 
area served by Idaho Power has made greater eco- 
nomic progress than cither Oregon or Washington. 
In the eighteen-year period 1943 to 1961, Idaho 
Power's average load has increased eight and one- 
half timcfl, while that of Bonneville has increased 
• only five times. If wc compare only the last ten 
years, Idaho Power Company's growth has been 
250'/r, while that of Bonneville in the same period 
has been only 190^:fc. 

Thia evidence would seem to demonstrate con- 
clusively that Ko-called "cheap" government power 
1m nut' a guarantee vof Industrial and economic 
growth— but fct us go one step further and see if 
rate per kilowatt- liour Is the all-important consid- 
eration. 

INDUSTRIAL I'OWEIl KATES 

Except in a very few manufacturing activities, 
the coiTt of power represents less than one-half of 
one per cent of total production coats. The excep- 
tions are found mostly in the fields of electro-metal- 
jtn d electro-choniical reduction, where cost of power 
jB""nn apprcciaPi y ^T l ' ni L T | ) CJ c^iu uf t p taf 'P OB U-:- 
Certainly, taxes and labor coats are much more Im^ 
p'ortant and controlling in most industries, and par- 
ticularly those furniHliing substantial employment 
ill relation to power needs. 

Over 35^(1 of Bonneville's output goes into the 
electro-metal and clcctro-chcmlcal industry, and of 
this amount 83't goes Into the production of alumi- 
num, An' I pointed out earlier however, there has 
been no increase In this particular field except for 
tho addition of Anaconda, Harvey Aluminum and 
Hanna Nickel, the latter two being governmcnt-aub- 
sidizod undertakingH. Moi eovcr, all of the aluminum 
plants arc now, and foi' some time have been, oper- 
ating at less than full capaolty. Additionally, theso 
tyjies of Industries, i-equiring large blocks of power 
and employing; tvinpaiiitively ft-iv people, do not 
contribute nurehiiHivg power in tin)portion to their 
power requli'cnientH, as compared to a well-balanced 
group of average IniiusliieH. It was this fact that 
tiauHcd a rei)n'Henlative of tho Governor of the 
Ktate of Washlngliin to comment, "an aluminum 
niant takcH one million kilowatt-Iioura of power to 
Keep one man busy ri aeklng the crust in potllnes."

Closer to home Is a eompaiiaoh In the eleclio- 
ehenileal field.

To puntltnotherwayrTe" 
lief from that tax burden, as is enjoyed by Bonne- 
- ville, would permit Idaho Power to lower all of its 
rate schedules by 48^r, or with that annual tak re- 
lief it could pay off all its outstanding bonded in- 
debtedness in 8', I: years, or all of its o'lnstan^ihg ,' 
capital securities including stocks in 11 ' ii years. 

Tax" exemption would be fine for Idaho Power, 
but what about all the various state and local func- 
— tions-of-government-and-sehool-operationa-depend-- 
cnt upon that tax money for support of these es- 
sential functions? 

TAX REVENUES ARE VITAL 
Idaho Power i^ today the State's largest taxpay- 
er, with its payments spread over tw'enty-sevrn 
counties. Sixty percent of our property taxes go to 
the support of our public school system. As one edi- 
tor expressed it recently, "maiiy counties in Idaho 
could not maintain their services without the prop- 
erty taxes paid by Idaho Power." 

Sjncc World War II. Idaho Power h as cre ated over 
300 million dollars ih new taxpaymg property, which 
has increased its annual state and local taxes fron;i 
670 thousand dollars to over 6!!' million dollars or 
almost ten times. If an industrial plant prospect 
came along, proposing to spend only one one-hun- 
dredth of that amount in a new plant, he would be 
—greeted with open arms and a brass band by all 
levels of government, and certainly by"'the ch5RP~ 
bers of commerce in the area; yet an' investment of 
a hundred times that amount by Idaho Power has 
created hardly a ripple in these same circles. Had 
Bonneville built these power facilities with taxpay- 
ers' funds instead of Idaho Power, not one dime ol 
additional triable wealth would have been created. 
Local and state taxes, as well as federal taxes, pres- 
ently being paid by Idaho Power on these facilities 
would have been added to your tax bill instead. 

For increased power facilities over the next six 
years, we expect to spend another 140 million dol- 
. lars of taxpaying capital, provided, of course, that 
" our plans to create "these new power facilities are 
pot stymied by-the -recent proposal to bring Bonne- 
ville Unea and power into the area to takeaway from 
Idaho' Power the. market it has served so well over 
a period of almost fifty years. The bringing of Bon- 
neville power into the area would, of course, force 
the abandonment of much of this pr'oposed expendi- 
ture and correspondingly destroy the future tax 
revenues it would have created. 

A COSTLY PROPOSAL 
, To bring Bonneville lines into thia area would cost 
an InlHal $100,000,000— and, of course, to develop 
such tax-exempt power facilities-ivould require tax 
money, -the only purpose of which would be to elim- 
inate the building of taxpaying electric units. 

At a time when the over-all burden of state taxes 
is so heavy, when government spending Is mount- 
ing at a rapid pace, when extreme measures are be- 
ing proposed to insure every possible dollar of tax 
collection, and when the Pocatcllo Chamber itself 
ia spearheading a drive for, a sales tax to ease the 
burden of state property and income taxes — at such 
a time it ia strange indeed to hear of proposals for 
spending millions upon millions of these hnrd-to-gct 
tax dollars for the purpose of building a tax-destroy- 
ing federal power empire in Southern Idaho. 

Even more strange is it to see such a program 
being- proposed for executi on by B onneville , which 
foV t - ■ 



lour years emimg June "3D,"!ni(JT, and with", 
out the burden of taxes, bus lost 40 million dollars 
in itfl operation. It ia reliably rcpol-led to have lost 
another 18 million duliiira for the f iHcal yenr jn.st 
ended; or n total loss of ahiioNt 60 million dollars in 
a five-year period. Such a suggestion evidences a 
complete dlnrcgard for the economic rcalitici of the 
Bonneville financial' predicament and Its inadequate 
power supply sHuatinii. 

IDAHO ntRlfiAl'lON WOULD LOME 

Not only would such an action do great and per- 
manent damage to llie nreacnt and fulure tax In- 
come of the state— wlille benefiting, only a few 
public agencies and perhaps a high consumption in- 
dustry or two by eMl)!% (lie;n to become tax 
evaders— but It would dy. great and lasting harm to 
tho state's hiigation resniirees and fulure expan- 
sion. This would Inevilahly follow from Ihe suhsli- 
tulion of Bonneville as the marketing agency for 
Bureau of Ueclamation power at rales subHtantially 
below current Bureau rates, thus greatly ilecreashig 
the revenues available from Bureau powei' sales and 
nu--mnrUe<l for Htipijort nf Irrigation projects fn (he 
area. To answer thai no concern need be felt on 
this score beraiise Hounevllle would assume Ihat 
respimsihility is sninll comfort In tho face of tho 
already enormous and mounting losses reiKuted bv 
Bonneville. ^

FEW GAIN— MAN V LOSK 

What argument or justification then ean be ad 
vanced for urging Bonneville invasion of Southern 
Idaho, other than the desire of a few to obtain 
preferential treatment in avoiding a j;air share a[ 
the taxes that Idaho Power must iiiclfldo in its costs, 
and which the schools arid other ncceaaary local 
agencies of government must have in order to earn 
out tTie~hecefisarjrtunctlong^Mont!arto ihFwelfSn 
of our state and its people? And after all. can Bon- 
nevillft power be developed and supplied at a cost lesj 
than that of an investor-owned company such u 
Idaho Power? 

To be sure, government power may be sold for 
less, but does it really cost less? The engineerinc 
(Resign of a hydro plant requu-ea a precise quantity 
of excavation, concrete, and man-hours of labor no 
matter who does the building and who owtib it. 0\-er 
a given distance of transmission the, same miles cf 
conductor, number of towers, and man-hours ot 
labor are required, irrespective of the owner. \Vhea 
it comes to efficiency m building or operating, I 
think the record is clear that government operatios 
of anything haa not. been done as efficiently as it 
has in private business. Nor can Bonneville build 
and^operate electric facilities as efficiently and eco- 
nomically as Idaho Power. Where then is jt possibii 
for government costs to be . less than those of pri- 
vate business operation? The only area, of course, 
is in the privilege it enjoys of avoiding, as part ol 
cost, the legitimate and necessary taxes we niusi 
all pay as our share of supporting government func 
■ tions, and the taxes evaded by any one of us musi 
be madcAip by the rest. 

BONNEVILLE HAS NO FIRM POWER 

Not only ia Bonneville unable to produce and dt- 
liver power at a cost level less than Idaho Power— 
eitcept as it evades Ita legitimate tax obligation- 
but it has, by its own admission, no firm poivcr for 
sale. In its most recent published advance program, 
it shows not only a shortage or deficit in firm iiowM 
supply in its present marketing area of 200,000 kilo- 
watts in 1985 but a continuing and growing deficit 
in each year thereafter, reaching an over-all deficit 
of 1,300,000 kilowatt's In 1970. From what source 
thea la it going to find poyer for distribution in 
Southern Idaho that would justify spending 100 
million tax dollars for transmission lines into thli 
area? Tn n statement to the Bonneville Advisory 
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stated that "Wc are short on firm power to the ck' 
tent that \vo cannot make offerings to new indus- 
tries." By its own figures, and by the stalemenlH of 
its Administrator, Bonneville has no dependable 
power to offer Southern Idaho. 

Idaho Power, on the other hand, has never failed 
its service area in the adequacy of powci' for any 
]ieed and any quantity, as witness the obligation it 
took on and met In supplying the rapidly increased 
requirements of FMC. To s^itc this load ' alone, 
Idaho Power has a total of 40 million dollnrs of 
taxpaying capital committed. 

Not only has Idaho Power met all power demands 
today, but it is preparing to continue to meet them 
id (he future, with UO million doUarn woi tlj of ndd- 
cd taxpaying facilities In the six years ahead— ttiEl 
is,' unless Bonneville's entrance into .Soutliein Idaho 
attempts to Kubatituto tax-free dollars for Iilnlio 
Power's taxpaying dollars. Incidentally, thu entire 
aluminum Industry in Waahlnglon and OrcKon, 
which conaumes the lion's share of Bonneville's tax- 
free power, actually pays less stale nnd loral tnxrt 
than docs Idaho Power alone. Ami, (f you tof)f "i* 
time to check the property lax records In Hiuinock 
nnd Power counlieH, you would find tliat Idalio Po**'' 
or Company's property tax payments were over 
three times that of our largest consumer of elcctnc 
energy.
